Project  Progresses 

Mattapoisett  Seawall  Repairs  Proceeding 

Work  on  a  $100,000  erosion  control  project  has 
begun  at  the  head  of  Mattapoisett  Harbor  on  land  owned 
by  the  Mattapoisett  Land  Trust. 

For  weeks  now,  large  boulders  have  been  trucked 
to  the  so-called  Munro  parcel  which  abuts  the  town 
wharves  in  preparation  for  the  building  of  the  sloped 
stone  revetment  and  seawall  repairs  to  stop  the  erosion. 

Official  ground-breaking  ceremonies  were 
planned  for  10:00  am  on  Wednesday,  December  17.  The 
work  is  being  done  by  Dale  Briggs  of  Marion. 

As  of  last  Thursday  (December  11),  supporters  of 
the  project  have  donated  or  pledged  $62,075.  Another 
$37,925  still  has  to  be  raised  to  complete  the  job. 
Additional  solicitation  of  businesses  and  individuals  is 
underway  to  reach  the  goal. 

In  an  earlier  appeal  for  financial  support,  Robert 
H.  Atkinson,  chairman  of  the  seawall  repair  committee, 
said:  "Without  the  help  of  generous  citizens  and 
businesses,  a  beautiful  and  very  public  land  parcel  will 
erode  into  Mattapoisett  Harbor." 

He  appealed  again  to  all  town  residents  to  take  a 
more  active  part  in  the  fund-raising  effort  noting  if  every 
resident  contributed  just  $5,  that  would  amount  to  more 
than  $32,000.

designated  for  the  seawall  project. 

Work  being  undertaken  includes  a  165-foot 
sloped  stone  revetment  along  the  shoreline  west  from 
Mello  Wharf  and  repairs  to  the  seawall  fronting  the  rest  of 
the  property.

Selectman  Bernier  also  noted  that  they  are  in  need 
of  volunteers  to  assist  in  the  taping  of  all  public  meetings 
held  at  Town  Hall.  She  noted  that  last  weekend  there  was 
a  crunch  in  trying  to  tape  two  meetings  which  were  being 
held  simultaneously.  "We  need  people  who  can  volunteer 
maybe  one  night  a  month  to  help  videotape  meetings," 
Selectman  Bernier  said.  "Even  if  you  only  volunteer  once 
a  month,  we  can  count  on  you  to  tape  whatever  meeting 
is  being  held  that  night." 

Again,  those  interested  in  volunteering  to 
videotape  meetings  should  submit  a  letter  of  intent  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  c/o  Mattapoisett  Town  Hall, 
Mattapoisett,  MA  02739. 

Selectman  Lambalot  then  said  he  wanted  to 
discuss  an  article  in  that  day's  edition  of  The  Standard- 
Times  regarding  an  apparent  conflict  between  the  police 
department  and  fire  department  in  not  calling  the  latter  to 
a  recent  fatal  motor  vehicle  accident  scene.  "I  think  we 
need  to  meet  with  the  parties  involved,"  Selectman 
Lambalot  said.  "Since  we're  not  meeting  for  the  next  two 
weeks,  if  you  don't  mind,  why  don't  I  just  talk  to  (the 
police  and  fire  chief)?" 

But  Selectman  Bernier  wanted  to  participate  in 
any  discussions  on  this  matter.  "I  think  this  is  simply  a 
matter  of  tweaking  the  policies  and  procedures  we  have 
in  place,"  she  said.  "I  think  this  is  something  we  need  to 
settle  with  the  full  board." 

Selectman  Lambalot  was  very  concerned  that  this 
issue  was  first  addressed  in  the  pages  of  a  newspaper  and 
not  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  "It  wasn't  a  pleasant 
article  and  I'd  just  like  to  put  it  to  rest,"  he  said. 

"My  reading  of  it  is  different,"  Selectman  Bernier 
said.

•  Water  Management  -  The  need  for  water 
analysis  is  tremendous  to  determine  what  amounts  of 
pollution  (if  any)  there  are  in  Rochester  water  sources  so 
that  the  quality  of  water  can  be  determined.  Pollution  can 
come  from  many  sources,  including  salted  roads  in 
winter. 

Ms.  Peterson  also  explained  that  Rochester  is 
water  rich  —  meaning  that  there  is  a  vast  supply  of  water 
—  and  that  the  town  is  a  water  source  for  several  abutting 
communities.  Therefore,  water  withdrawal  is  an  issue  to 
address  as  well.  The  concern  is  that  more  communities 
will  approach  Rochester  for  further  water  withdrawal, 
and  that  the  town  must  be  aware  of  sustainable  water 
levels  that  it  could  spare. 

"Rochester  could  go  back  to  SRPEDD  for  help  on 
all  of  these  issues,"  Ms.  Peterson  said  in  closing. 

Chairman  Cutler  would  "like  to  look  at  the  list  for 
a  week"  to  prioritize  the  town's  needs. 

The  second  appointment  on  the  agenda  was  the 
continuation  of  the  Mendoza  dog  hearing  from  last  week. 
Chairman  Cutler  provided  evidence  of  more  complaints 
against  the  Mendozas  —  some  as  recent  as  December  8  — 
from  neighbors  who  are  still  concerned  about  the  noise 
from  the  seven  dogs  that  the  Mendozas  kennel  on  their 
property.

meeting  and  also  wrote  a  letter  to  the  board  expressing 
their  concern  and  demand  for  a  change. 

"It  is  impossible  to  share  our  house  with  friends 
and  relatives,"  they  wrote.  "Thanksgiving  was 
disappointing  ...  there  is  no  longer  peace  in  our  lives." 

Ms.  Mendoza  spoke  after  the  Vogels'  letter  was 
read,  and  first  had  a  question  with  a  petition  that 
circulated  around  their  neighborhood  and  was  offered  to 
the  board.  One  of  her  discrepancies  with  the  petition  was 
the  inclusion  of  a  signature  of  a  small  child.  "I  question 
the  validity  of  this  petition  and  think  you  would  too  if 
you  took  a  good  look  at  it,"  she  said. 

In  addition,  Ms.  Mendoza  cited  specific  examples 
from  incident  reports  regarding  their  dogs.  In  one 
example,  she  explained  about  a  day  where  she  very 
closely  monitored  her  dogs  and  their  behavior,  making 
note  of  every  bark  they  made.  Later,  she  heard  barking 
from  another  yard  some  distance  away  and  made  a 
complaint  with  the  Police  Department  so  as  to  make  sure 
the  noise  would  not  be  confused  with  her  animals.  Their 
dogs,  incidentally,  were  exceptionally  quiet  that  day,  she 
said. 

In  the  incident  report  that  followed,  a  complaint 
was  made  about  the  noise  coming  from  their  dogs,  and 
her  complaint  about  other  dogs  was  absent  from  the 
report.

position  where  this  has  to  end." 

For  their  part,  the  Mendozas  have  offered  several 
solutions  to  the  problem.  First,  they  are  renovating  the 
kennels  so  that  they  are  larger  and  that  the  dogs  are 
separated  from  one  another.  He  is  also  putting  shock 
collars  on  some  of  the  dogs.  This  is  a  cruelty-free  way  of 
stopping  the  dogs  from  incessant  barking.  Mr.  Mendoza 
estimated  that  the  renovations  will  be  completed  shortly. 

Chairman  Cutler  said  that  the  board  had  a  few 
options  to  deal  with  the  problem  at  hand.  First,  he  said, 
they  could  leave  things  as  is.  Second,  the  board  could 
revoke  the  kennel  license  for  the  Mendozas,  but  knew  that 
they  would  take  possible  legal  action.  Finally,  the  board 
unanimously  agreed  to  allow  the  Mendozas  to  complete 
their  kennel  renovations  and  take  a  wait-and-see 
approach. 

Selectman  Chamberlain  suggested  a  sixty-day 
period  to  remedy  the  problem.  That  would  give  the 
Mendozas  thirty  days  to  finish  renovations  and  thirty 
days  to  see  if  the  noise  subsides.  Selectman  Hawkes  made 
a  motion  for  the  sixty-day  period  and  the  board 
unanimously  approved  it.  The  topic  will  be  discussed 
further  at  the  board's  February  17, 1998  meeting. 

In  other  business,  the  board  signed  a  1998  liquor 
license  for  the  Plumb  Corner  Market  of  Rochester. 

Under  New  Business,  Selectman  Chamberlain 
announced  that  the  price  for  a  dog  kennel  in  Rochester 
will  increase  from  $10  to  $15  per  dog,  per  day,  effective 
first  of  the  year. 

There  will  not  be  a  regular  Selectman's  meeting 
on  December  29, 1997  due  to  the  upcoming  holidays. 

With  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the  board, 
they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  8:55 
pm.

Acushnet  Selectmen's  Meeting 

December  IS,  1997

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  December  15  at 
6:00  pm  by  Chairman  Robert  J.  St.  Jean.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Everett  L.  Hardy  Jr.,  Selectman  Peter  W. 
Koczera,  and  Executive  Secretary  Elaine  G.  Miranda. 

Ms.  Miranda  first  noted  that  Fire  Chief  Paul  Cote 
had  informed  her  that  they  opened  sealed  bids  on  the 
purchase  of  a  new  Fire  Truck  that  morning,  and  only  one 
bid  was  submitted.  Fire  Resources,  Inc.  of  Assonet,  MA 
bid  $208,363  on  the  vehicle,  and  Chief  Cote  recommended 
they  award  the  bid  to  them  as  the  sole  bidder  meeting  all 
their  specifications.  With  that,  the  board  unanimously 
voted  to  award  the  bid  to  Fire  Resources,  Inc.  upon  Chief 
Cote's  recommendation.  "It's  a  shame  there  was  only  one 
bidder,"  Chairman  St.  Jean  noted.

accepting  the  property  is  that  there  are  no  tax  payments 
due  or  any  liens  on  the  property.

FERRETS 

I  am  thinking  about  getting  a  pet  ferret.  Will  a  ferret  get 

along  with  my  child  and  dog? 

Ferrets  and  dogs  usually  get  along  fine.  Ferrets 

should  not  be  left  alone  with  small  children  as  these 

animals  seem  to  be  attracted  to  fats  in  kids'  skin  and 

may  bite. 

Do  ferrets  require  any  special  care? 

A  home  must  be  "ferret  proofed"  to  avoid  escape  and 

ingestion  of  rubber  and  plastic  items.  Ferrets  should 

eat  ferret  food  or  a  premium  quality  dry  kitten  food. 

What  routine  veterinary  care  do  ferrets  require? 

Ferrets  are  very  susceptable  to  canine  distemper  and 

require  annual  vaccinations  for  this  disease  as  well  as 

for  rabies.  Ferrets  older  than  3  years  old  frequently 

develop  cancer  of  the  adrenal  glands,  pancreas  and 

lymphatic  system.

serious  diseases.  Smokers  who  postpone  their  quit  day  are 
therefore  putting  themselves  at  great  risk. 

To  convey  how  critical  it  is  for  smokers  to  quit 
now,  not  later,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  will 
introduce  three  hard-hitting  television  ads.  These  spots 
deliver  graphic  depictions  of  the  immediate  negative 
effect  a  single  cigarette  has  on  a  smoker's  genes, 
circulatory  system,  and  lungs.  The  spots  are  scheduled  to 
air  from  December  26  through  January  5,  1998. 

One  of  the  ads  describes  how  cigarette  smoke  has 
been  found  to  damage  a  gene  called  p53,  which  works  to 
stop  cancer  cells  from  developing  and  reproducing.  With 
p53  unable  to  do  its  work,  lung  cancer  is  allowed  to 
develop. 

The  PACT  Program  which  serves  the  towns  of 
Acushnet,  Lakeville,  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  and  Rochester 
through  their  Boards  of  Health  is  working  locally  to 
reinforce  the  sense  of  urgency  conveyed  in  the  television 
spots,  offering  concrete  quit  tips  and  connections  to 
tobacco  control  resources  and  services. 

On  Thursday,  January  8,  two  Acushnet  support 
programs  begin  concurrently.  First,  the  Acushnet  Public 
School  is  sponsoring  a  free  "quit  smoking"  hypnotherapy 
program  in  the  Ford  Middle  School  at  7:00  pm.  This  FREE 
program  is  funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Health 
Protection  Grant.  Interested  smokers  should  contact 
Judith  Coykendall,  PACT  Program  Director,  at  748-3531  to 
register.

Participants  will 
be  part  of  the  FREE  hypnotherapy  session  at  Ford  Middle 
School  for  their  first  session,  and  continue  meeting  at  the 
library  on  January  13,  January  15,  January  22,  and  January 
29  at  7:00  pm.  The  library  is  the  recipient  of  the  Health 
Information  Grant  funded  by  the  LSTAand  administered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.

A  sequel  to  a  well-loved  movie  like  Scream  has  a  lot  of 
good  will  going  for  it  —  and  a  lot  of  high  expectations  going 
against  it.  How  to  recapture  the  freshness  and  surprise  of  the 
original  —  the  feeling  that  you  were  seeing  an  entire  subgenre 
both  trashed  and  rejuvenated?  The  experience  of  seeing  an 
original  movie  for  the  first  time  can't  be  duplicated  in  a  sequel, 
which,  by  definition,  is  the  same  only  different. 

The  Scream  franchise,  though,  has  one  other  thing  in  its 
favor:  This  stuff  wasn't  original  the  first  time,  either.  Scream,  as 
I  noted  in  my  review  of  it  last  year,  was  a  clever  and  effective 
satire  of  the  then-moribund  slasher  subgenre.  I  liked  it  well 
enough,  and  subsequent  video  viewings  have  endeared  it  to  me 
more;  it's  a  postmodern,  endlessly  quotable  cult  phenomenon. 
With  Scream  2,  you  don't  necessarily  want  a  radical  departure. 
You  want  familiar  elements  with  a  spin  —  everything  you  liked 
about  Scream,  only  different.  On  that  level,  it  triumphs. 

Director  Wes  Craven  and  screenwriter  Kevin  Williamson 
resume  their  Scream  duties,  atoning  for  their  earlier  misfires 
this  year  —  Craven  executive-produced  the  inept  Wishmaster, 
while  Williamson  wrote  the  popular  but  lame  J  Know  What  You 
Did  Last  Summer.  They're  working  near  the  top  of  their  form 
here.  Scream  2  isn't  quite  as  witty  as  I'd  hoped  —  it  should've 
had  more  fun  with  the  idea  of  sequels  —  but  it's  twistier,  gorier, 
and,  at  times,  more  shocking.  Anyone  could  be  the  killer  (the 
cast  is  full  of  red  herrings),  and  anyone  can  die  at  any  time. 

Except  Neve  Campbell.  She  is,  after  all,  the  pole  holding 
up  this  franchise.  Her  Sidney  Prescott,  now  in  college  and 
pledging  a  sorority,  wants  to  put  the  horror  behind  her  and 
move  on.  Three  reasons  why  she  can't:  Gale  Weathers 
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(Courteney  Cox),  the  ice- 
blooded  reporter  who 
wrote  a  book  about  the 
Scream  killings  which  has 
been    made   into   the 


movie  Stab,  starring,  of 
course,  Tori  Spelling; 


lin^ 
Cotton  Weary  (Liev 
Schreiber),  who  spent  the 
first  Scream  in  jail  for 
killingSidney'smom(he 
was  innocent)  and  now 
demands  media 

absolution;  and,  yep,  the 
killer  in  theMunchmask. 
He's  back.  Or  she's  back. 
Or  they're  back.  More 
than  this  I  cannot 
disclose. 

I  can  say  that  I  enjoyed  seeing  Neve  and  Courteney  again, 
as  well  as  geeky  horror  addict  Randy  (Jamie  Kennedy)  and 
doofus  deputy  Dewey  (David  Arquette).  The  sequel  also  serves 
up  such  new-to-Scra?m  faces  as  Jada  Pinkett  (who  shines  in  the 
virtuoso  opening  sequence,  set  in  a  theater  showing  Stab), 
Sarah  Michelle  Cellar  (not  very  Buffy-like  here,  but  still  much 
better  than  she  was  in  Last  Summer),  Laurie  Metcalf  as  a 
reporter  stalking  Gale  (for  a  change),  and  Duane  Martin,  who's 
funnyasGale'sapprehensivenew  cameraman  ("Brothersdon't 
last  long  in  situations  like  this,"  he  accurately  points  out). 

Had  Scream  2  been  left  in  other,  lesser  hands,  it  would 
surely  have  sucked,  as  most  sequels  do  (as  the  movie  itself 
acknowledges  in  its  best  film-nerd  scene).  That  it  escapes 
suckage  is  due  to  Craven  and  Williamson,  who  operate  under 
a  productive  philosophy:  "There's  gonna  be  a  sequel  anyway, 
so  we  might  as  well  come  back  ana  do  it  up  right."  They  do. 
Scream  2  is  as  clever  and  nerve-wracking  as  the  original; 
on  its  own  self-referential,  crowd-pleasing  terms,  it's  a  success. 
Yet  I  will  end  this  review  as  I  ended  my  review  of  the  first 
movie:  How  about  a  truly  original  horror  film  —  some  new 
blood  in  the  genre?  Where  is  the  next  Wes  Craven?  See,  I  can  do 
same-only-different,  too.
